LAST NIG HT'S DISP ATCHES. 
Great Fire at Chicago, 



o00 BUILDINGS DESTROYED ! 



Eastern Slates. 

Chicago, Oct 8— Tho light from tho blazing 
buildings so lights tho streets for half a milo 
awsy that ono may see to read. Tbo Fire 
Brigade are now using almost superhuman ef- 
forts to check the flames, The losses already 
run into millions and the end is not yet. 

Accounts from northern fires stale that Ibey 
arera(;iug worse than ever- An arrival at 
Fort Howard from /ensaukee says thirty men 
were burned to donih at that placfl and part 
ut iho town consumed. 

Chicago, Oct 8, 10 p m — Tho firo is now 
ragiug furiously iu tho west division. Tho 
alarm was ^ivcii ul 'J.4. r ) Irom the corner of 
Curia, slruol and ("aunl Port Avenuo, a dis- 
tance of miles from thu Court House. 

12:45 u m — This uiyhtis the inuit awful one 
in tha annali of this city. The lire tns already 
swept over a spice Ihrec times as large as 
that of last night, und is still raging on its 
path of destruction with tbo graatost fury. 
The engines appear almost powerloss to chock 
it. Firo Warden Williums has telegraphed to 
Milwaukio for all tbo steamers thoy cau spare 
Tbo cooll -igration has alroady devastated 20 
blocks, mostly composed of dw«iliii(;8 and 
inhabited by the poorer classes. No less than 
300 houses havo been destroyed aud mure 
than that number of families rendered house- 
less. Tbo wind is blowing a gale from the 
the south aud showers of sparks and burning 
brands aro sweeping over the city, spreading 
destruction ou every side. Since this leport 
commenced two additional alarms have been 
struck. Tho tower of the Court House caught 
fir« from a Hying brand, hut it was extin. 
guished by ibe Watchman in the tower.. No 
description can give «u adequate idea of lb* 
terrible scene. Tho fire Blarlsd iu a row of 
low wooden booses between Jesson and Clinton 
streets. The fire spread with terrihlo rapidity 
aud before a Binyle steamer reached tho snot 
hall tho block was iu lla.ues aud burning fu- 
riously. Thu entire Department was soon on 
hand aud at work, and for a lime it seamed 
probable tbey would succeed in confining the 
lire to an urea of four or five blocks. Tbu 
wind, however, which wa6 blowing freshly 
when the fire started, iucroased to a galo nr.d 
suddenly the llamoi spread in every direc- 
tion, becoming entirely beyond control of the 
firemen. 

11.25 a m— The fire is still raRiuK with in- 
creased fury and nas spread almust with the 
velocity of wind, and has now ruachsd West 
Monroe Btreet, a distance of more than a mile 
Irom where it etarled, crossing a breadth ot 
nearly half a mile and reaching from tho river 
lo Jclferson street.
